The  Sigma  Tau  Gamma  is  a  na¬ 
tional  social  fraternity  limited  to  the 
Teaoherc  Colleges  in  the  United 
States.  The  first  chapter  of  Sigma 
Tau  Gamma  was  founded  at  Warrens- 
burg,  Missouri  in  June  1920. 

The  Sigma  Tau  Gamma  Chapter 
in  Maryville  was  founded  April  2, 
1927,  when  a  group  of  fourteen  men 
of  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  saw  fit  that  a  fraternity  such 
as  the  Sigma  Tau  Gamma  should  be 
organized.  So  with  the  high  ideals  of 
the  Sigma  Tau  Gamma  in  view,  this 
fraternity  was  founded.

This  is  the  twelfth  year  that  the 
Student  Government  Association  has 
functioned  on  the  campus.

The  constitution  of  the  Association 
gives  the  Senate  control  of  all  general 
campus  activities.  This  includes 
student  parades  and  pep  rallies, 
of  granting  permission — with  approval 
of  the  administration— for  the  form¬ 
ation  of  new;  organizations  on  the 
campus,  control  and  supervision  of  all 
college  elections,  and  control— in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  proper  College  au¬ 
thorities — of  all  student  social  fun¬ 
ctions  under  the  activity  calendar. 

The  Senate  has  had  a  very  suc¬ 
cessful  year,  one  marked  with  many 
activities  that  have  added  to  the  life 
of  the  students.

Social  Science  Club  is  an  organi¬ 
zation  composed  of  students  who  are 
interested  in  the  vital  social,  politi¬ 
cal  and  economic  problems  which  son- 
front  us  today,  and  their  various  ram¬ 
ifications.  A  sincere  interest  in  these 
problems  is  the  only  pre-requisite  to 
club  membership. 

The  club  was  founded  about  ten 
years  ago  by  a  group  of  Social  Scien¬ 
ce  majors  and  minors  under  the  sur¬ 
veillance  of  the  Social  Science  Facul¬ 
ty.  The  club  has  had  a  continual 
growth  since  that  time.  The  average 
attendance  at  the  meetings  this  quar¬ 
ter  has  been  above  seventy-five.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  last  few  years,  the  students 
have  had  absolute  control  over  the 
club.  The  faculty  members  have 
shown  a  very  cooperative  attitude  to¬ 
wards  the  club  and  have  contributed 
largely  to  its  success.

Mask  and  Gavel  Club 
Hears  Clarence  Cook 
on  Theatrical  Work 


Experience  in  Film  Industries 
Explained  by  Local 
Film  Man. 


Readings  Pertinent  to  tlie  Subject 
Were  Given  by  Two  Club 
Members 


The  members  of  Mask  and  Gavel 
Club  were  pleasantly  entertaned  at 
their  regular  meeting  Thursday  night, 
March  22,  when  Clarence,  better 
known  to  the  College  students;  as 
“Doc”  Cook,  manager  of  the  Tivoli 
Theatre,'  gave  an  Interesting  talk  on 
various  phases  of  the  moving  picture 
industry. 

Mr.  Cook  told  of  his  personal  ex¬ 
perience  in  seeing  certain  pictures 
filmed.  First  he  described  the  studios 
as  to  the  size  and  type  of  construction 
then  he  told  how  the  pictures  were 
taken,  giving  first  hand  information 
as  to  how  the  director  and  assistants 
conducted  themselves,  the  positions  of 
the  various  camera  men  who  take  a 
scene.  Mr.  Cook  also  explained  how 
snow  scenes  were  made.  He  then 
explained  how  the  films  were  made  up 
from  the  various  shots  taken  and  the 
way  in  which  they  are  taken  care  of. 

Mr.  Cook  has  had  a  great  deal  of 
experience  in  theatre  work,  having 
been  in  the  distributing  department 
of  both  R.  K.  O.  and  Pathe  Film 
Corporations.  On  this  phase  of  the 
movie  industry  Mr.  Cook  gave  some 
very  interesting  information.

During  1933-34  the  Bearcats  have 
had  a  commendable  year  in  all  phases 
of  athletics.

Pi  Gamma  Mu 

The  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  national  honor¬ 
ary  fraternity  devoted  to  the  ■  social 
sciences,  was  founded  at  Winflied,  Kan¬ 
sas,  in  1914. 

The  Missouri  Beta  chapter  was  es¬ 
tablished  July  29,  1927,  at  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  Teachers  College, 
Maryville,  Missouri. 

Tire  purpose  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  the 
inculcation  of  the  ideals  of  scholarship, 
scientific  attitude,  and  method  and  so¬ 
cial  service  in  the  study  of  all  social 
problems. 

The  membership  requirement  is 
twenty  hours  of  social  science  work 
with  an  S  average. 

During  the  past  year  Pi  Gamma  >Mu 
has  met  jointly  with  the  social  science 
club.  The  present  officers  are  Presi¬ 
dent,  Mary  Hornbucklc;  secretary  and 
treasurer,  Dr.  Dildine. 

Admiral  Richard  Evelyn  Byrd  was 
made  the  first  Honorary  National  Pres¬ 
ident  at  the  national  convention  in 
New  Orleans  in  December  of  1931, 

The  connection  of  Admiral  Byrd  with 
Pi  Gamma  M_u  is  a  very  interesting 
story.  In  October,  1927,  he  became  a 
member  at-large  of  the  society  and  in 
January,  1928,  Dr.  Allen,  founder  of 
Pi  Gamma  Mu  and  at  that  time  Na¬ 
tional  President,  appointed  him  a  Na¬ 
tional  Advisory  Councilor.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  this  council  to  assist  the 
national  offiaers  in  the  formulation 
of  policies  in  the  program  of  Pi  Gam¬ 
ma  Mu.  Admiral  Byrd  accepted  this 
office  and  has  continued  in  it  until  the 
present. 

In  1928,  Dr.  Allen  had  just  designed 
a  flag  for  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  It  was  com¬ 
posed  of  a  white  and  blue  checker¬ 
board  of  seventy  squares,  each  two 
inches  square.  The  colors  were  to  sym¬ 
bolize  light  and  truth  and  the  check 
erboard  design  was  to  connote  the  vari¬ 
ety  of  human  interests  and  the  intri¬ 
cacy  of  social  science  honor.  Dr.  Al¬ 
len  asked  Admiral  Byrd  to  carry  this 
flag  with  him  that  fall  on  his  famous 
expedition  to  the  Antarctic,  which  the 
Admiral  did. 

The  purpose  behind  carrying  this 
flag  to  the  South  Pole  was  to  drama¬ 
tize  the  spirit  of  adventure  into  the 
unknown  and  social  science.  Admiral 
Byrd’s  expedition  was  no  mere  voyage 
of  discovery  in  the  old  sense  in  which 
explorers  went  out  seeking  what  they 
might  find,  but  was  In  the  strictest 
sense  a  scientific  expedition  planned 
and  equipped  to  investigate  the  geog¬ 
raphy,  geology,  meteorology,  flora  and 
fauna  of  the  Antarctic. Continent.  As

The  physical  cducntlon  department 
for  women  offers  opportunity  ,  fot 
wholesome  physica  exercise,  remedial 
gymnastics,  and  extracurricular  activ¬ 
ities.  To  these  ends  a  large  variety  of 
courses  Is  offered.  These  courses,  in 
addition  to  providing  the  opportuni¬ 
ties  mentioned  above,  constitute  a 
very  valuable  source  of  teaching  ma¬ 
terial.  In  the  general  gymnasium 
courses  the  activities  include,  gymnas¬ 
tics,  dancing  rythm  work.  Individual 
and  groupe  sports  such  as  base  bail, 
tennis,  swimming,  basbctball,  hockey 
and  soccer  arc  taught  in  the  sports 
classes.

Experience  in  Film  Industries 
Explained  by  Local 
Film  Man.

The  members  of  Mask  and  Gavel 
Club  were  pleasantly  entertaned  at 
their  regular  meeting  Thursday  night, 
March  22,  when  Clarence,  better 
known  to  .the  College  studentsi  as 
"Doc”  Cook,  manager  of  the  Tivoli 
Theatre,’  gave  an  Interesting  talk  on 
various  phases  of  the  moving  picture 
industry. 

Mr.  Cook  told  of  his  personal  ex¬ 
perience  in  seeing  certain  pictures 
filmed.  First  he  described  the  studios 
as  to  the  size  and  type  of  construction 
then  he  told  how  the  pictures  were 
taken,  giving  first  hand  information 
as  to  how  the  director  and  assistants 
conducted  themselves,  the  positions  of 
the  various  camera  men  who  take  a 
scene.  Mr.  Cook  also  explained  how 
snow  scenes  were  made.  He  then 
explained  how  the  films  were  made  up 
from  the  various  shots  taken  and  the 
way  in  which  they  are  taken  care  of. 

Mr.  Cook  has  had  a  great  deal  of 
experience  in  theatre  work,  having 
been  in  the  distributing  department 
of  both  R.  K.  O.  and  Pathe  Film 
Corporations.  On  this  phase  of  the 
movie  industry  Mr.  Cook  gave  some 
very  interesting  information.  While 
engaged  in  this  work  he  made  per¬ 
sonal  acquaintance  with  some  of  the 
movie  stars.  The  Club  was  quite  in¬ 
terested  in  an  incense  burner  which 
was  used  in  the  filming  of  "Ten  Com¬ 
mandments”  and  which  he  displayed.

Pi  Gamma  Mu 

The  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  national  honor¬ 
ary  fraternity  devoted  to  the  ■  social 
sciences,  was  founded  at  Winflied,  Kan¬ 
sas,  in  1914. 

The  Missouri  Beta  chapter  was  es¬ 
tablished  July  29,  1927,  at  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  Teachers  College, 
Maryville,  Missouri. 

The  purpose  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  the 
inculcation  of  the  ideals  of  scholarship, 
scientific  attitude,  and  method  and  so¬ 
cial  service  in  the  study  of  all  social 
problems. 

The  membership  requirement  is 
twenty  hours  of  social  science  work 
with  an  S  average. 

During  the  past  year  Pi  Gamma  Mu 
has  met  jointly  with  the  social  science 
club.  The  present  officers  are  Presi¬ 
dent,  Mary  Hornbuckle;  secretary  and 
treasurer,  Dr.  Dildine. 

Admiral  Richard  Evelyn  Byrd  was 
made  the  first  Honorary  National  Pres¬ 
ident  at  the  national  convention  in 
New  Orleans  in  December  of  1931. 

The  connection  of  Admiral  Byrd  with 
Pi  Gamma  Mji  is  a  very  interesting 
story.  In  October,  1927,  he  became  a 
member  at-large  of  the  society  and  in 
January,  1928,  Dr,  Allen,  founder  of 
PI  Gamma  Mu  and  at  that  time  Na¬ 
tional  President,  appointed  him  a  Na¬ 
tional  Advisory  Councilor,  It  is  the 
purpose  of  this  council  to  assist  the 
national  officers  in  the  formulation 
of  policies  in  the  program  of  PI  Gam¬ 
ma  Mu.  Admiral  Byrd  accepted  this 
office  and  has  continued  in  it  until  the 
present. 

In  1928,  Dr.  Allen  had  just  designed 
a  flag  for  Pi  Gamma  Mu.  It  was  com 
posed  of  a  white  and  blue  checker¬ 
board  of  seventy  squares,  each  two 
inches  square.  The  colors  were  to  sym¬ 
bolize  light  and  truth  and  the  check¬ 
erboard  design  was  to  connote  the  vari¬ 
ety  of  human  interests  and  the  intri 
cacy  of  social  science  honor.  Dr,  Al¬ 
len  asked  Admiral  Byrd  to  carry  this 
flag  with  him  that  fall  on  his  famous 
expedition  to  the  Antarctic,  which  the 
Admiral  did. 

The  purpose  behind  carrying  this 
flag  to  the  South  Pole  was  to  drama 
tlze  the  spirit  of  adventure  into  the 
unknown  and  social  science.  Admiral 
Byrd’s  expedition  was  no  mere  voyage 
of  discovery  in  the  old  sense  in  which 
explorers  went  out  seeking  what  they 
might  find,  but  was  in  the  strictest 
sense  a  scientific  expedition  planned 
and  equipped  to  Investigate  the  geog¬ 
raphy,  geology,  meteorology,  flora  and 
fauna  of  the  Antarctic. Continent.  As

The  half  mile  team  of  Stubbs,  Scott 
Adams  and  Neil  won  their  heat  easily 
The  other  teams  entered  were  Smp 
son,  Washburn,  and  McPherson 
Stubbs  ran  the  fastest  220  of  his  life 
accordng  to  Coach  Wlbur  Stalcup,  tc 
give  the  Maryville  team  a  good  lead 
Scott  and  Adams  breezed  on  around 
and  Neil  came  on  in.  Their  time  was 
1:29.9,  a  figure  Stalcup  thinks  could 
have  been  cut  considerably  if  they  had 
been  pushed. 

The  Emporia  teachers,  running  in  a 
fast  heat,  negotiated  the  distance  in 
1:28.0,  thus  bettering  the  Bearcats’  time 
by  nearly  two  seconds. 

Stubbs,  Neil,  Grey  and  St.  John  ran 
the  mile  relay  in  3:27.8,  their  best  time 
to  date,  but  not  good  enough  by  ten 
seconds  to  win. 

Bearcat  fans  were  disappointed  te 
learn  that  Neil  was  ruled  ineligible  for 
the  100-yard  dash.  Neil  is  a  Freshman 
and  was  ruled  out  for  that  reason.  He 
had  drawn  a  place  in  the  same  heat 
with  Ed  Hall,  Big  Six  champion,  and 
Cooley  of  Missouri.  Adams  was  enter¬ 
ed  in  place  of  Neil,  and  placed  fourth. 
Cooley  won  the  heat  in  9.8  with  Hall 
second. 

Stubbs  was  third  in  his  heat  in  the 
100.  Crooms,  Emporia  Negro,  won  this 
heat  in  9.9,  with  Wallinger  of  Texas  U. 
second.  Stubbs  led  the  race  for  the 
first  80  yards  but  faded  a  little  toward 
the  end  and  finished  a  step  behind  the 
winners.
